Article  10:  Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  that  on  petition  of 
Charles  Crommett  and  Eleven  others  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
establish  a  Cemetery  Committee,  to  act  as  the  governing  body  of  all 
cemetery  business,  and  keep  records  of  such.  The  Committee  to  con- 
sist of  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Cemeteries,  and  the  Town  Clerk.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  1 1 :  Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $800.00  for  Special  Safety 
Devices  in  the  Town  Hall,  which  were  ordered  by  the  State  Fire  Mar- 
shall. Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  12:  Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  change  the  Capital  Reserve  Building  Fund,  established  at  Town 
Meeting  March  13,  1962,  to  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Town  Dump 
Disposal  and  add  monies  appropriated  in  Article  8  to  the  present 
balance.

Article  16:  Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  that  on  petition  of  Her- 
man Ostendorf  and  eleven  others  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,500.00  for  the  purpose  of  employing 
the  services  of  a  recognized  and  experienced  firm  of  appraisers  to  re- 
assess all  taxable  property  in  the  Town  of  Fremont,  N.H.  during  the 
year  1970."  (Submitted  without  recommendation  of  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee) Lost  by  voice  vote. 

Article  17:  Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  that  the  Town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
a  Tranquihzer  gun  to  be  used  by  the  Dog  Officer.  Lost  by  voice  vote. 

Article  19:  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $350.00  for  the  scraping  and  painting  of  the 
Town  Hall  fire  escape.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  20:  Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  that  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $375.00  for  purchasing  four  (4) 
additional  tables  and  thirty  (30)  additional  chairs  for  the  Town  Hall. 
An  amendment  to  the  article  'the  tables  to  be  3'  x  8'  with  stain  resistant 
tops.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  21:  Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  that  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2500.00  to  widen  the  road  and 
bridge  on  Sandown  Road  beyond  Bogs  Bridge.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  22:  Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  transact  any  other 
business  which  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.  A  motion  was 
made  and  duly  seconded  to  hear  the  Auditor's  report  read.  Passed  by 
voice  vote.  The  Auditor  responded  by  reading  his  report.

As  you  will  see  in  our  appropriation  for  1970  we  went  over  our 
amount.  In  1970,  we  had  to  buy  a  new  heater  for  the  upstairs  where 
the  trucks  are  kept.  The  heater  and  fittings  were  $335.00  and  Lloyd 
Metevier,  who  installed  the  new  heater,  gave  his  time  for  no  charge. 
The  heater  works  very  well  and  gives  more  heat  than  ever  before. 

The  Firemen's  Association  bought  ten  new  Fire  Helmets,  the  first 
new  helmets  we  have  ever  had.  We  thank  the  Fire  Association  very 
much.  The  helmets  we  had  were  all  used  ones. 

The  Carnival  we  had  in  1970  was  better  than  last  years.  The  first 
prize  in  our  1970  Carnival  went  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Francis  Vetter  who 
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very  kindly  turned  the  prize  over  to  the  Firemen's  Association.  We  are 
very  grateful  and  wish  to  thank  them  very  much. 

In  1970  we  had  a  Special  Appropriation  for  new  Hose  and  one  for 
repairing  sills.  We  were  able  to  turn  back  $40.00  on  the  Hose  Appro- 
priation and  on  the  sill  job,  $205.00. 

On  October  5th,  we  had  our  biggest  scare  of  the  year.  A  call  came  in 
and  we  were  told  that  the  Mill  was  on  fire.  It  did  look  pretty  bad  for  a 
few  minutes  but  the  firemen  responded  quickly  and  had  the  fire  under 
control  very  shortly.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  firemen  for  their  most 
efficient  work. 

Another  very  bad  fire  occurred  in  Brentwood  at  The  Poplin  Farms. 
This  fire  was  caused  by  Bottle  Gas  blowing  up  which  set  fire  to  the 
Garage  and  trucks.  The  trucks  were  all  loaded  with  eggs  and  ready  to 
roll.  There  certainly  were  lots  of  fried  eggs  around. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Fremont  for  being  careful  and 
so  helping  to  keep  everything  standing.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

In  1970,  we  had  two  woods  fires,  each  of  which  took  plenty  of  hard 
work  and  a  great  deal  of  time  to  extinguish.  The  first  was  in  the  back  of 
Mr.  Vetter's  residence.  The  men  responded  very  quickly  to  the  call  and 
the  fire  was  put  out.  The  other  fire  was  between  the  Danville  Road  and 
the  Exeter  River  across  from  the  late  Effie  Hook's  place.  The  fire  was 
so  close  to  the  river  that  there  were  no  roads  leading  into  it  and  the  best 
way  to  reach  it  was  by  row  boat.  We  took  our  suppHes  and  pumps  to 
the  fire  by  boat.  This  was  the  first  woods  fire  we  have  ever  had  when 
we  used  a  boat  for  transportation. 

This  fire  and  one  in  back  of  Mr.  Vetter's  was  the  first  opportunity 
we  had  to  use  our  new  Floating  Pump.  We  feel  the  pump  paid  for  itself 
at  these  fires. 

1970  has  been  a  fine  year  and  the  Deputies  and  your  Fire  Warden 
wish  to  thank  everybody. 

In  1971  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  plans  to  use  planes  to  spot  fires 
in  the  Northern  part  of  the  state  and  to  close  some  of  the  Fire  Towers 
in  that  area.

VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  provides  skilled  nursing 
care  and  physical  thereapy,  health  teaching  and  supervision,  and  infor- 
mation on  Medicare  and  Medicaid  to  any  and  all  of  those  residents  of 
Fremont  who  need  and  can  use  these  services.  In  1970  there  were  265 
visits  in  Fremont  from  the  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association. 
263  nursing  visits,  and  3  physical  therapy  visits.  This  service  is  espec- 
ially valuable  to  our  elderly  people  but  can  also  be  useful  to  mothers 
with  new  babies,  to  crippled  children  or  to  anyone  who  is  in  need  of 
nursing  care  in  the  home.  Proper  use  of  this  service  is  a  great  tool  in 
keeping  our  townspeople  out  of  hospitals  and  nursing  homes,  in  pre- 
venting accidents,  illness,  and  disease,  and  thereby  saving  many  health 
dollars.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Foremost  in  everyone's  mind  in  Fremont  this  year  is  the  necessary 
increase  in  the  school  district  budget.  This  becomes  even  more  difficult 
to  accept  as  it  was  only  a  year  ago  that  Fremont  was  enjoying  a  de- 
crease in  school  tax  assessment.  Apparently,  this  reprieve  was,  as  pre- 
dicted, only  temporary.  To  "hold  the  line"  on  educational  spending  in 
an  inflationary  period  is  difficult  enough,  but  to  accomplish  this  in  a 
community  experiencing  rapid  pupil  growth  is  virtually  impossible. 
Thus,  the  1971-72  projected  increase  of  approximately  $27,000.  is 
unavoidable. 

Seventeen  thousand  dollars  is  earmarked  for  tuition  and  the  balance 
of  approximately  $10,000.  is  for  transportation.  Nineteen  additional 
tuition  pupils  account  for  the  tuition  increase  and  the  increase  in  trans- 
portation is  primarily  due  to  double  sessions.  Lest  one  gets  the  idea 
that  Sanborn  Regional  is  overcharging  Fremont,  or  that  transportation 
costs  are  unreasonable,  let's  examine  these  two  items.  Sanborn  Re- 
gional's  1971-72  tuition  rate  is  $778  per  junior  high  pupil  and  $809  per 
high  school  pupil.  In  comparison,  Dover's  rates  are  $830  and  $965 
while  Exeter's  are  $805  and  $918.  Regarding  the  cost  of  transportation 
Fremont  will  be  paying  .45  per  mile  while  many  school  districts  of 
comparable  size  are  already  paying  an  average  of  .51  per  mile.  In  fact, 
Greenland,  a  school  district  transporting  about  the  same  number  of 
pupils  is  now  paying  $1.71  per  mile. 

Again  this  year,  Fremont  was  extremely  fortunate  to  retain,  almost 
intact,  its  entire  teaching  staff,  the  only  change  being  Miss  Margaret 
Whitmore  who  replaced  Mrs.  Dale  Smith  in  grade  5.  Miss  Whitmore  is  a 
first  year  teacher  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  from  Salem  State 
College. 

The  Fremont  Educational  Planning  Committee  which  was  appointed 
in  196&  has  not  been  very  active  this  past  year,  but  as  March  1972  ap- 
proaches, this  committee  will  undoubtedly  renew  its  efforts,  as  Fre- 
mont must  then,  once  again,  make  a  major  decision  —  whether  or  not 
to  tuition  the  7  and  8th  grade  pupils  to  Sanborn  Regional  or  to  build 
locally. 

In  the  following.  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Frank  Games 
is  calling  attention  to  the  new  minimum  standards  for  elementary 
schools  when  he  states: 

"The  New  Hampshire  State  Board  has  developed  a  program  of  mini- 
mum standards  to  be  applied  to  all  public  elementary  schools.  School 
board  members  have  been  given  copies  of  the  final  draft  which  sets  the 
effective  date  for  implementation  of  the  minimum  standards  as  Sep- 
tember 1,  1972.  Our  recent  meeting  with  Mr.  John  Economopoulos, 
Consultant  for  the  State  Department  of  Education  in  Elementary 
School  Services,  and  the  subsequent  conference  with  the  elementary 
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principals  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  14  points  up  some  of  the  con- 
siderations each  district  must  face  by  September,  1973. 

1.  The  local  school  philosophy  and  objectives  should  be  developed  co- 
operatively with  the  staff  and  community.  It  should  have  the  formal 
approval  and  support  of  the  district  school  board. 

2.  The  local  principal  shall  submit  a  statement  of  the  philosophy  and 
objectives  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  time  to  meet  the  June 
1971  deadliae  of  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

3.  The  elementary  curriculum  and  staff  will  need  to  be  evaluated  in 
light  of  the  "minimum  standards." 

4.  In  the  curriculum  the  prescribed  subjects  include  art,  health,  lan- 
guage arts,  mathematics,  music,  physical  education,  science,  and  social 
studies.  It  will  be  necessary  to  submit  a  written  report  to  show  what 
opportunities  are  being  offered  to  the  pupils  in  each  of  the  above  areas. 

5.  Basic  services  must  be  established  in  the  areas  of  guidance,  health, 
library,  and  special  education  for  handicapped  children.  The  evaluation 
of  the  present  services  and  the  plans  for  the  future  must  be  filed  with 
the  State  Department  of  Education  before  September  1972. 

6.  The  staffing  of  each  elementary  public  school  will  create  a  problem 
for  many  of  our  smaller  schools.  A  written  policy  statement  identify- 
ing the  nature  of  the  work  expected  of  all  teaching  personnel  as  well 
as  their  duties  and  responsibilities  must  be  a  part  of  the  local  school 
board  policy.  In  some  schools  in  our  union,  it  may  be  necessary  to 
share  special  services  and  staff  to  meet  the  minimum  standards."
